\the dominion authorities in an attempt to reach a working agreement 
with respect to the wholesale liquor houses and the suppression of 


Mr. Brownlee dwelt on the import-

‘in developing a strong prohibition 
sentiment, which was absolutely 
necessary to the proper enforcement 
‘of the act. Communities where 
j#trong prohibition sentiment existed, 
furnished less trouble in the enforce- 
‘ment of the act than others. 

I am sympathetic to prohibition 
and believe every other member of 
the cabinet is,” he told the convention. 

Mr. Brownlee stated that he was not 
making any definite announcement on 
the liquor question without the most
